In less than two weeks Texas 
voters will be joining voters all a- 
cross the United States in voting iii 
the general election, but Texas vot­ 
ers will also be asked to decide the 
fate of 14 more amendments to our 
patched up Constitution. 
As usual, several of the amend­ 
ments deal with matters that should 
not even be considered b> texans us 
a whole, but because of the way our 
constitution is written the\ 
must 
meet the approval <4 at least a maj­ 
or itv of the voters. 
Coming under this category are 
amendments 4 and ll. 
The first of 
which pertains to Dallas County a 
lone and the second one ooh to El 
Paso and Tarrant Counties. 
And as 
usual in these matte rs, if the amend­ 
ments pass they vs ill still have to he 
approved in separate elections by the 
voters in these < ounties. Because of 
this added safeguard we can see no 
reason to turn down these two. 
Coming under about the 
same 
category arc* amendments h and ll. 
These are both matte rs of technicali­ 
ties. 
Number v would eliminate tnt 
ceremonial requirement that the Gov­ 
ernor, Secretary of State and Comp­ 
troller approve many rn incur contracts 
of purchase. 
Number l l would de­ 
fine the Legislators' term of office 
and eliminate some confusion here. 
Both of these amendments probably 
should be approved. 
Two amendments, I and 3. would 
give two state funds an opportunity to 
bo invested in securities that would 
increase their income. 
I he first 
fund is the Stat* Kmpknees Retire ­ 
ment System and the 
Permanent Univcrsit\ 
both of these a me adm 
have built-in protects

13. deal in one way or 
industrial <ievelopment 
state. 
One would allow

Number 12 would allow 
cities and counties to is sui* revenue 
bonds for industrial 
development. 
This one is drawing some pros and 
cons with th* 
main argument being 
used that ll other states have this 
and that Texas needs it to compete 
for industry. Number 13 is more or 
less a technical matter and would 
exempt from ad v alorem t;t\ pro|>crt\ 
that is onlv temporarily in th* state 
and is being shipped out of the state. 
Three other amendments that we 
feel should be approved ar* numbers 
2, 7 and 9. 
Number 2 would increase 
the amount of money that Texas can 
spend for the needy. 
This turn be­ 
come necessary if the state is to 
match federal monies av ailable for 
the old, the blind, and the disabled. 
Number 7 would gradually 
get the 
state out of the ad valorem tax beld 
with the exception of loc for college 
building fund. 
This 
would aid the 
counties, cities and schools who are 
dependent on this form of taxation. 
Number 9 would increase the amount 
of money that teachers could put into 
their retirement system. 
This be­ 
comes a matter of try ing to keep up 
with inflation and permit teachers to 
have a more realistic 
retirement 
program. 
There are two amendments that 
we feel should not be approved. 
The 
first of these is number r> that would 
increase the salaries for Legislators. 
With all state employees underpaid 
we do not feel that part-time Legis­ 
lators should be given an increase in 
both their salaries and their expen­ 
ses. 
Maybe ii we had about half as 
many of them, 
we 
could pay them 
better and still be better off. 
Num­ 
ber IO would authorize the refund of 
tax on cigars and tobacco products 
sold in Texarkana and would open up 
a whole new world of problems. 
Ev­ 
ery' town on any of the four sides ol 
Texas would be seeking the same re­ 
lief and then the tow ns next to the 
towns on the border would join in, 
and so on.
